•will do anything of the kind. 


'* To cause the creation o£ a ciop of Liberal peers sufficient to swamp 


the Tory majority would be an extraordinary but nevertheless a strictly 


constitutional proceeding. Yet it is one that is thoroughly detested by 


the king who is not supposed to take sides in any parliamentary fight cx- 


cept when compelled to exercise (he royal prerogative in creating a suf- 


ficient number of peers to give one party or another a working majority. 


If the Lords hold out. the king must exercise his prerogative in bring- 


ing about an agreement. But it is quite probable that they will Sign their 
own death warrant, so to speak, and that before the date fixed for the 
coronation in June the veto question will have been settled. It will do them 
no good to resist in the face of a mandate from the people. 
Indeed, it might

bill to give home rule to Ireland would bo the next in importance after 
the settlement of the veto question. That it is bound to pass is admitted 
on all sides, and the only point in dispute now relative to this issue is as 
to the time it will be introduced.

patient to see the question setUed. But Redmond will not accept any half- 
way measure of home rnle.
